A. At page 1 , line 2, following the title, the following was inserted: 

—This is a divisional of co-pending application Serial No. 09/769,180, filed 24 January 
2001, which claims priority to EP 00870008.0, filed 24 January 2000; United States provisional 
application SN 60/178,391, filed 27 January 2000; and EP 00870280.5, filed 22 November 
2000.- 

B. At page 3, line 1 , the heading "AIMS OF THE INVENTION'' was deleted. 

C. At page 3, line 1, please the following was inserted: 

-SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION 

The present invention relates to a method for the diagnosis of a tauopathy in an 
individual, said method involving: 

- determining the ratio of phospho-tau (1 81)/total tau in said individual; 

- inferring that said individual is suffering a tauopathy by comparing the obtained ratio 
of phospho-tau (181)/total tau in said individual with the ratio of phospho-tau 
(181)/total tau in control individuals, whereby an altered ratio of phospho-tau 
(181)/total tau compared to said ratio in control individuals being an indication of 
tauopathy. 

The present invention also relates to a method for the differential diagnosis of a tauopathy 
versus a non-tauopathy in an individual, said method involving: 

- determining the ratio of phospho-tau (1 8 l)/total tau in said individual; 

- inferring that said individual is suffering a tauopathy by comparing the obtained ratio of 
phospho-tau (181)/total tau in said individual with the ratio of phospho-tau (181)/total 
tau in individuals suffering a non-tauopathy or with the phospho-tau (181)/total tau ratio 
in control individuals, whereby an altered ratio of phospho-tau (181)/total tau compared 
to said ratio in individuals suffering a non-tauopathy or in control individuals being an 
indication of tauopathy.— 
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At page 4, line 1, the heading "FIGURE LEGENDS" was deleted and the heading 
"BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE FIGURES- was inserted in its place. 
E. After page 38, the original Sequence Listing was deleted and replaced with the current 
Sequence Listing. 

Applicant notes that the Specification filed herewith is modified with respect to the 
specification originally filed in patent application number 09/769,180 in order to reference the 
parent and priority applications, to conform to United States preferred headings in the 
specification, and to supply a Sununary of the Invention. 

The two paragraphs added in the Summary of the Invention find support in the original 
Specification at page 9, lines 3-2L 

The current claims, 1-20, find support in the original Specification at page 11, line 22 
through page 15 and in claims 9 and 10 (this corresponds to page 12, line 18, through page 16, 
line 28 of the current Specification). 

Also transmitted herewith is a diskette containing .the computer readable form of those 
sequences in the specification, and a verified statement in accordance with the sequence rules. 

It is believed that no additional fee is due; however, should any additional fees under 37
